Indianapolis,% Ind., Ju ly 9.—Five 
measures l»eneficial to formers of the

EXAMINERS ARE 


BLAMED FOR CHAOS 


Charles Ferguson, President of De 
funct Milton Bank, Says State 
Department is Responsible 


TELLS 
OF 
INSPECTIONS 


Fails to Confirm Statement of State 
Banking Head That Shortage 
Was Due to Speculation 


Milton, 
Ind., 
Ju ly 
9.— Charles 
Ferguson, president of the defunct 
Farmers Banking company of ’M il­ 
ton, Ind., and father-in-law of Os­ 
car M. Kirlin, enshier, who commit­ 
ted suicide 
Ju ly 
1, in a statement 
Thursday blamed the sttnte banking 
department for the failure of exam­ 
iners to discover months ago, condL 
tions existing at the 
bank, 
which 
finally resulted in the appointment 
of a receiver for the institution la«#t 
Tuesday. 


Mr. Ferguson failed to confirm the 
published statement of Charles 
W . 
Camp, head of the state banking de­ 
partment, that the shortage existing 
at the Miltop bank, approximating 
$109,000 was the 
result 
of stock 
market, speculation on the part 
of 
Kirlin. 


Mr. Ferguson also denied that he 
had anv positive 
evidence that 
a 
considerable number of notes which 
ha%> been fonnd at the hank, 
had 
been forged by Kiriin. 


“W e may find *ome forged notes, 
however,” 
Mr. Ferguson remarked. 
He added that 
he had no definite 
information 
to show that his son- 
n-law had appropriated bank money 
for his own u«e as had been stated. 


Admission was made by Mr. F e r­ 
guson that the Kirlin 
estate 
in­ 
cluded some stock of practically no 
vaTtie. He said that he did not know 
the amount of Kirlin’s stock hold- 
ng, as the safety box in which K ir­ 
lin kept his personal belongings had 
not yet been opened. 


Mr. Ferguson stated that he knew 
Kirlin had stock in oil, automobile 
and other concerns, which stork is 
regarded as almost worthless. 
When asked concerning the state­ 
ment attributed to Charles W. Camp 
that Kirlin 
was 
a 
stock 
market 
peculator, Ferguson 
said that to 
the best of his knowledge, Kirlin 
bad never wplnved’’ 
the stock mar­ 
ket. 
‘T f he did, he did it on the sly," 
tie remarked. 


The president of the Milton bank 
ias no criticism to make of 
G. G. 
Welsh, who conducted the examina­ 
tion of the bank’s affairs last week, 
the dav before Kirlin shot himself. 
Mr. 
Ferguson 
declares, 
however, 
that other representatives 
of 
the 
tate banking department 
who 
in- 
ipected the Milton 
bank conducted 
areless investigations. 


About IB months ago, 
according 
to Mr. Ferguson, a bank examiner 
severely censured 
Kirlin 
for 
not 
keeping better records of the bank’s 
transactions but failed to discover 
tthat there was a shortage in the 
hank’s accounts, although Mr. Fer­ 
guson is convinced tbat Kirlin had 
been grossly mismanaging 
the a f­ 
fairs of the bank for several years.

The governor's program which he 
will present to the legislature,

made public today, includes: 
1— increased compensation of the 
election officials. 
2 — Provisions 
for the appoint­

pre­ 
cincts. 
3— (Authorize the use of both vot­ 
ing machines and ballots in certain 
precincts. 
4— (Prescribe the duty of election 
clerks in precincts m which 
four 
clerks are appointed. 
Probably the most important mea­ 
sures to 
confront 
the 
legislature 
are those appropriating 
money to 
maintain the .state institutions which 
have been impoverished bv the ex­ 
haustion o»f funds. 
The governor will also recommend 
a change in the tax law, the restor­ 
ation of ten lost amendments to the 
ourftv unit road law and 
reen­ 
actment of the section ofjthe town­ 
ship road law which had been con­ 
sidered repealed by the county unit 
aw. 
Other matters will also He urged 
1>v the governor among which is ex­ 
pected to be the provision for 
the 
memorial for Indiana soWier3 in the 
world war.

the American base drum. So far as 
Europe and

what Cuba is now, a country which 
geographically , and 
economically 
cannot

distance

distin­ 
guished from the I ’nfted States” . 
C arranza changed ail that. 
•Vera Cruz was occupied, Cabrera 
explains, “ iqion a very slight pre­ 
text", the United S ta te s believing it 
expedient to provoke a conflict with 
Huerta a s a means of gaining the 
good 
will 
off the 
revolutionists— 
principally tht C arranzistas. But a l­ 
though Carranza could have profited 
politically from the occupation, Cab­ 
rera |> oints out 
that he made 
firm 
'protest against it, 
“ offering a con­ 
trast to the intermiable 
series 
o f 
treasons which besmirch the record 
of Mexico,” 
Beginning 
a lengthy discourse on 
the Pershing exj»edition in lOlti, C a­ 
brera declares that Villa's assault 
U|>on Columbus, N. M., was deliber­ 
ately designed to provoke an inter­ 
national complication, an 
act 
of 
vengeance against the United States 
for 
having "recognized 
Carranza. 
Then C abrera recounts how’ C arran ­ 
za, despite 
his militayr 
weakness, 
fought vehemently against the “ in­ 
vasion” 
demanding 
unconditional 
withdrawal. He describes the failure 
of the conferences a t El P aso Tex­ 
as, and New London Conn., repre­ 
senting them r.s triumphs for C ar­ 
ranza, “Owing to the obstinacy 
of 
Cartanza, the KM),009 men comman­ 
ded by Pershing, who had remained 
idle during^ the six months of 
the 
conferences, could do nothing except 
leave Mexico. And they left, tacitly 
Admitting the injustice which 
had 
been committed through their entry ". 
Cabrera continues: 
“It is well known .that 
SeiHftor 
Fall is now speaking of 
a 
‘pacific 
and friendly occupation, without the 
intention of warring uj>on the Mexi­ 
can petqde, but only with the inten­ 
tion o f aiding them. We do not dis­ 
tinguish between friendly and 
un­ 
friendly interventions. AH are out­ 
rage* against our national 
sover­ 
eignty.” 
(Speaking o f 
the 
conference 
at 
N iagara Falls, promoted by Aigen- 
tena, Brazil and Chile, Cabrera say s 
that so fa r as Mexico was concerned 
“ it had no other result than to estab­ 
lish more firmly the 
principle 
that 
Mexico’s domestic affairs could not 
be brought before any international 
forum, even though 
composed 
o f 
men of our blood and of our tongue.' 
Cabrera then turns 
to 
“ another 
sim ilar incident” in 
August, 
IOTA, 
when Washington 
invited 
various 
Bouth 
American 
governments 
to 
fake common action tfith respect to 
the affair« o f Mexico, it being sug­ 
gested that all the rebel factions in 
Mexico join in a conference. Cabrera 
sa y s Carranza spurned the proposal 
explaining: 


C a r r a n z a ’s resjxinse constituted 
an emphatic rebuff for Washington, 
which w as the initiator of the pro­ 
ject, although there is reason to be­ 
lieve that some o f the Latin-A m er­ 
ican governments sympathized with 
it. Later the Houth American conn" 
tries In*tier understand the propriety 
of C arranza’s atitude and bore him 
no ill will for frhe lessons 
he 
had 
read them” . 


Then Cabrera arrives at the time 
"when the American* State Depart­ 
ment seemed t<> Inep converted into a 
machine gun for bombarding Mexico 
with di(do*natic representations, de­ 
manding guarantees for foreigners 
residing in the /country. »With 
the 
precipitation characteristic of Amer­ 
icans, and without 
waiting 
to 
be 
certain o f the facts, the State De­ 
partment duly cabled some represen­ 
tation. These were caught by Ameri­ 
can diplomatic agents, who/became 
pitchers and hurled them at, our gov­ 
ernments sometimes on account of a 
man killed in Chihuahua, who came 
to life the third d ay ; again for a 
mule stolen in T abasco. It was the 
sam e with the British, French and 
Germans/*

Carranza's attitude during 
the war, the Pershing expedition af- 
ter Villa, and the occupation of Vera 
Ctuz by American marines in 1914. 


The article is interesting, in the 


principally jjhfc Carranzistas. But .al- 
though Carranza eodd have profited 
polftitally from the occupation, Cab- 
rera points out that he made «""

trast to the intemriable series of 
treasons which besmirch, vthe record 
of Mexico."

Speaking of the^ conference 
at 


Niagara Falls, promoted by \Argen- 
tena, Brazil and Chile, Cabrera says 
that so far as Mexico was concerned 
"itlad'no other result than to estab- 
lish more :ftrmly the -principle that 
Mexico's domestic affairs could not 
be brought before any international 
forum, even though composed 
of 


men of our blood and of our tongue.' 


Cabrera then turns to -"another 


siinilar incident'' in August, 1015, 
when Washington invited various" 
South 
American governments 
to 


take common action with respect to 
the affairs of Mexico, it being sug- 
gested that all the refoel factions in 
Mexico join in a conference. Cabrera 
says Carranza spumed the proposal 
explaining: 


^Carranza's response .constituted 


an emphatic relbuff for Washington, 
•which' was the initjatoj of the pro- 
ject, although there is reason to be-v 
Keve that some of-the 'Latin-Amer- 
ican governments sym'|>athized with 
it. Later the 'Sou1* American coun- 
tries better understofid the propriety 
of Carranza's atitude and bore him 
no ill will for the lessons he 
had 


read them". 


Then Cabrera arrives at the time 


"when the American- State Depart- 
ment, seemed'to be converted into a 
machine gun for bombarding Mexico 
•with diplomatic representations, de- 
manding guarantees for foreigners 
residing in t'be/ country. "With 
the 


precipitation characteristic of Amer- 
icans, and -without .-waiting to be 
certain of the facts, the State De- 
partment daly cabled some represen- 
tation. These were caught 'by.Ameri- 
cain diplomatic agents, who/became 
ateliers and hurled them at.our gov- 
ernment* sometimes on account of a 
man killed in-Chihuahua, who came 
to life the third day; again for a 
mule stolen in Tabasco. It was the 
same with jhe British, French and 
Germans.-"'
